John Paul Jones, a most courageous and daring seaman, achieved great 
fame as a privateer, especially through the terrible fight between his ship 
“Bonhomme Richard” and Captain Pearson’s “ Serapis.” 
he letter also mentions Count de Rochambeau, who led the first 
French troops which arrived in 1780 in aid of the American army, 
and Marquis de Chastellux, one of his officers, famous by his book 
“Voyage de M. le chevalier de Chastellux en Amérique.”
